WUOLESOME. 

•• j^'We:o>aerve ;that ■ inVthdvPrpyitic^ 
east of the mountnins local Govern- 

menta as well as tboir Ads aro review- 
ed from the Bench, Chief Justice 
Wood of Manitoba, when chiuging 
the grand jurors of tlio Court of 
Queen's Bench in Winnipeg, always 
seizes the occasion to point out incon- 
gruities in the Acts of the Legislature 
and . to suggest amendment^ At the 
openiug of the Court of Queen's Bench 
at Winnipeg on the 21st ult. His 
Lordship criticised pretty severely 
four or five of the Acts passed by the 
Provincial Legislature at its last ses- 
sion. Of one of these Acts (tho Com- 
mon School Act) His Honor said: "In 
the cursory examination \vruch I have 
been able to give tho present Act, 1 
find in it several clauses which it does 
not seem possible to reconcile tho one 
with the other, or with the whole Act." 
Ho was quite as severe on two or three 
Other Acts, and asked how it was pos- 
siblo for peojjlo unskilled in tho arts of 
jurisprudence to conform with tho ro- 
quironicnts of statutes that contain op- 
posing clauses that the ablest lawyers 
cannot reconcik; i believe that a 

review similar in character to that of 
Chief Justice Wood would exert a 
wholesome effect here, preventing much 
bad legislation. In tho present House 
the Attorney General happens to bo the 
only lawyer, and the sad fato that 
many of the Actsdrawnbyluinhave mot 
at Ottawa demonstrates the necessity 
of a check of some kind. Under 
existing circumstances we know of none 
more wholesonio than a semi-annual 
review by the Itench of loc»l Acts. 

THE COySTITUrrON VIOLA- 
TION. 

" Facts are stubborn things " — inoro 
so than donkeys. Tho IJcmld is trying 
to'get around one (a fact, not a donkey,) 
but fails. A few days ago we pointed 
out that tho Attorney-General had 
violated the Constitution Act by accept- 
ing employment at the hands of the 
Dominion Government. The Herald 
does not call in question tho truth of 
our charge, but urges as a valid excuse 
for the course of tho A. G. that a 
member of the late House violated tlio 
Constitution in a similar manner. Two 
wrongs never make a right, and it is a 
wretched defence for tho legal adviser 
to the Crown to assert that he is not 
any worse, than somo one else. It is 
a defence that we do nob think the 
Attorney General, with all his assur- 
ance, would expect to be accepted, and 
unless the Herald can show that its 
patron has not been guilty of tho 
offence charged, it had better hold its 
tongue. Tho opinion of men versed in 
constitutional law is that Mr. Walkgm 
has forfeited his seat and that ho can- 
not meet the House again without hav- 
ing first resigned and stood for re- 
election. This course is open to him; 
should he fail to adopt it his })Gsi- 
tion in the House will not be tenable. 
The law is very clear on the point; and 
immunity from the penalty of evading 
it cannot bo secured by pointing to an- 
other member and whimpering, "He 
did it first and showed me how." Neither 
can ft plea of ignorance of tho law be 
recorded on 'behalf of the Attorney 
General, although it might be perfectly 
truel 

THE PANDORA AVENUE AND 
YATES STREET OPENING. 

There was last evening read at tho 
City Council Board a communication 
from the Provincial Secretary convey- 
ing, in terms, courteous and full, the 
explanation of tho Government re- 
specting the extension of Pandora ave- 
nue and Yates street. This communi- 
cation was in .substitution of the 
snubbing document rend at tho pre- 
vious meeting and which tho Council, 
declining to regard as satisfactory, 
referred back to the Government. The 
explanations read last evening being 
deemed satisfactory, the necessary ])er- 
mission to open the streets was grant- 
ed the Government, who, in ellect, 
apologized for their previous brusque- 
nesB.

A wealthy and respected shoemaker

Lady Gooch has not died unpitied.

On the same day Lady Elea- 
nor, the dowager, married again. Then 
the heir died, and tho now fouiul hap- 
piness gradually melted away. 'I'lie 
young baronet, believing that no other 
heir eoulil be born to liiiii, estranged 
liimsolf from his wife. ".Somehow or 
other," said her advocate at tho trial, 
"her husband's love was gone— gone 
with tlio little child that was then laid 
in the grave.

The Corporation of Vic- 
toria. — Mr. Robertson, Q. C, moved ex 
parte for a rule niiti for a new .trial on 

several grounds. 

The rule was granted, returnable on 
Wednesday next. 

Rithot vs. Baker. — Mr. Robertson, Q. 
C, asked the Court to fix a day for 'hear- 
ing the argument on tho demurrer in this 
case, and Monday next -ivas fixed for the 
hearing. This case involves tho question as 
to whether tho Stamp Acts of tho Domin- 
ion are in force in this Province. 

Tho Court took a recess at 1 :30 p. m. 
-.Tamos Mclntyre, appellant, William 
Lowo JcfTreys, respondent. — Mr. Theodore 
Davie moved for rule nisi to rescind a 
rule of Court i.ssiied by order of Mr. Jus- 
tice Creasu on tlio 22d of July last (plash- 
ing tho judgnient of tho Nanaimu County 
Court with coats, to bo paid by tho Ap- 
pellant, or othorwiso to vary such rule by 
striking out so much of the same as order- 
ed the payment of costs. 

•Tho appellant is master of tho barque 
Revere, and in Januarj- last was convicted 
by the Nanainio magistrates (Messrs. Bate, 
Planta and Puwaon) of discharging b'lUast 
in Departure Bay and fined §50 and costs. 

From this conviction Capt. IVIcIntyre 
appealed to tho Countj- Court, and on the 
9th of March tho County Court Judge, 
Mr. Spalding sustained tho tippeal and 
ordered tlie fiiu) and costs to bo refunded. 

On tlio ajjplication of tho respondent, 
Mr. Justice Crease, in April, directed a 
writ of ccytiontri to issue for tho purpose 
of having tho validity of tho judgment of 
tho County Court (]ucstioned. A return of 
the writ of ft'vtwrnri was duly made. 

On tho 22d of July ]Mr. Justice Crease, 
upon the a])l)lication of Mr. Drake, coun- 
sel for tho rospondont .leilreys, quashed 
tho judgment of tho County Court. 

ftir. Davie, on behalf of Ca\}t. Mc- 
Intyro, now contended that tho proceed- 
ings before Mr. Crease wore coram non 
judice; tliat the judge could not as.sunie 
tho functions of tlio Court except at tho 
regular terras fixed by tho general order 
of tho judges, i.ii. , botwoon tho 15th and 
25th of February, April and November, 
unless upon special occasions, when ad- 
ditional Courts should bo fixed and due 
notice given. In this case ho (Mr. Davie) 
remarked that ho had boon retained 
to support tho judgment of the County 
Court before tlio return to tho writ had 
been ii'.ade and liad gone on liis business 
to Cassiiir satisfied that nothing could 
be dent) until term time ; but 
was greatly surprised to find upon 
hi.s return that the case had boon 
adjudicated upon during his absence, 
out of r?cfi.ilar term time and without no- 
tice of the holding of any sjjecial term. 
Counsel quoted authorities showing that 
tho argument on a motion to quash a de- 
cision, brought up by cerWorari, could only 
bo made to the Court in hanc in term 
time. Mr. Davie further contended that 
the order as to costs against Mclntyre was 
xUtra x'irc.f, the jirineiple of law being that 
the Ciown neither received nor paid costs, 
i The Chief Justice said it was difficult 
to see what riglit tho Court had to review 
!Mr. Justice Crease's order, as by statute 
each Judge has in himself tho powers of 
tho Court. 

Counsel said that that position was not 
disputed; but the complaint hero was that 
tho Judge had exercised tho functions of 
tho Court at an improper time. 

Mr. Justice Gray said tliiit ho had hi- 
therto been of lijiiniou that ii Judge in 
chamber.'!, and not only tlie Court, had 
power to adjudicate u])oii the return to a 
v.rit of ci'i /'onii i' and at any time, and 
such had frequently been tho practice be- 
fore him and this was the first time the 
legality of that course had boon question- 
ed. Tho point seemed to be involved in 
doubt and lie considered tlitit a rule nisi 
ought to be grantetl for the purpose of 
settling tho jiractico. 

Tho Chief Justice and Mr. Crease con- 
curred. Rule nisi accordingly. 

Tho Court adjourned until 11 o'clock 
on Wednesday. 

- Yesterday 
afternoon tlio st jaiuer Enterprise when en 
tering port from New Westminster struck 
the pontoon holding up the caisson over 
Bo.avor Rock.

. COMMUNIOATION.^ 

Wore road :fcom residents and property 
holders on Cook street requesting tho 
Council to lay a foot-path on that street 
between Pandora avenue and Alfred 
street. Laid over. 

From tho Chief Engineer of tho Fire 
Department calling tho attention, of tho 
Council to tho neGGs.iity of placing .a hy- 
drant at the corner of Fort _and ' Douglas 
pf:roet3; also, suggesting that notices bo 
posted ill tho localities inhabited by the 
Chinese detailing, in the Chinese language, 
tho mannor in which chimnies must bo 
erected; also, stating that it had come to 
his knowledge that a chimney had been 
improperly ercutcd in the now music hall 
on Douglas street. Referred to the Fire 
Wardens with power to act. 

From tho Provincial Socrotarj-, inform- 
ing tho Council that tho balance of the 
§1,500 appropriated for tho city will bo 
expended on an improvement of Yates 
street to tho school reserve; on grading 
and improving Pandora avenue from the 
junction of Cook street to section 23, 
Spring Ridge; and on a continuation of 
Government street to tho Gorge road.

TiiK ycuwic Reghner.ation and 
THE Russian-Austrian Quaurei,.— 
Nothing can be more evident than that 
Austria and Russia aro working at 
cross purposes with regard to the Sola- 
vie question, and are likely to do so 
for many a year to conio. 'J'bn north- 
orn power is terribly joalous of tho 
southern one, and Austria is dctormin- 
ed that Russia shall not get to Con- 
stantinople first if she can ju-ovent it. 
Both countries have the largest inter- 
est in tho growth and development of 
the regenerated Scla\ic race, nnd lioth 
nre (uixioua to control and direct it. 
^ Tiip result will proliably lie that 
j iipitlicr Russia nor Austria will succeed 
in carrying out their ambitious designs, 
i and that the new nation will rise up 
j between them like a ghost between 
two stools. Austria, in pushing her 
way valiantly toward Salonica, and 
Russia, in fomeiuing and maintaining 
troubles in Eastern Rouinolia, are. not 
doing half as much for tliemselvos as 
for the Sohsvic nation that is to be. 
Some day the peopln now scattered 
aliout in Austria, Bulgaria, Pervia and 
the Herzegovina, will demand the ci n- 
duct of their own d<-stinies and will 
take it into their own hands. It is not 
probable that this southern nation, 
although akin to and certainly grate- 
ful to tlie Russians, will be willing to 
sacrifice anything of its indipendence 
to them. Russia will remain a north- 
ern power, and will not be aliowe.l to 
place her ensigns on the Danube banks 
or tho Balkans. And perhaps it will 
bo a southern Sclavic independent na- 
tion, rather than Russia or Austria, 
which will have the privilege of ex- 
pelling the Turks from Constantinople.
